As 
soon as the mother missed the little 
one she ran toward the reservoir, 
where she found her worst fears 
realized, sighting the girl in the res- 
ervoir in about eight feet of water

Southern Cali- 
fornia navels are not yet ready, ac- 
cording to W. C. Frackelton, chair- 
man of the growers' advisory com- 
mittee. 


Oranges sold at the eastern and 


mid-western auction centers during 
the past week averaged a gain of 11 
cents per box, to reach $3.47. Lem- 
ons declined 23 cents per box, to an 
average of $5.38. 


Total sales of oranges were 46 cars 


less during the preceding week, 
probably because of an election holi- 
day in New York. Lemon sales were 
but two cars less than the previous 
week. 


Hearing on the new intra-state 


California agreement was continued 
to November 14, in the absence of 
definite word from Washington that 
the federal AAA California-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement had been 
signed. 


Reports from Florida indicate that 


last year's freeze has limited the or- 
ange crop there this year. Volume 
shipments from that state began dur- 
ing the past week. Recent frosts in 
California are said not to have af- 
fected the citrus crop here. 


The California Fruit Growers Ex- 


change, commenting on the general 
market, said: 


"The Valencia market showed a 


general improvement on good stock, 
and especially on the small sizes. 
Volume of sales was slightly under 
last week. 


"A small volume of navels is ex- 


pected to move next week. The Val- 
encia prorate was set high enough 
to take care of all shipments desired 
to be made next week. 


"The following week will see a 


much lighter Valencia movement, as 
this variety is rapidly cleaning up." 


A proposed state prorate pact for 


the orange and grapefruit industry 
was scheduled to open at the State 
building, Los Angeles, on Thursday 
of this week. Postponement was 
taken last week upon order of W. H. 
Wright, assistant administrator of 
the state agricultural department. 


The continuance was taken in an- 


ticipation that Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry A. Wallace would affix 
his signature to a California-Arizona 
inter-state marketing agreement on 
the two citrus fruits.

Rainfall Predicted 
About Average 
foy Institute 


Rainfall in the mountains will be 


about five per cent in excess of the 
iverage for the past eighteen years, 
according to a bulletin received by 
he county flood control district from 
the Scripps Institute of Oceano- 
;raphy. 
In the lowlands, the precipitation 


s expected to be about equal to the 
average for the seasons during the 
jeriod from iS13 to 1934. 


Flood control district engineers 


will make no such predictions, how- 
ever, F. B. Laverty, chief hydraulic 
engineer of the department, states 
that the predictions made by insti- 
tutes are watched closely to observe 
low nearly they correspond to the 
actual conditions, but the district re- 
lies only upon its system of weather 
forecasting. 


Air masses from the central polar 


regions, and air masses flowing down 
across the Pacific from the Alut.ian 
islands are 
analyzed, and their 


movement observed at altitudes up 
to 18,000 feet. From the manner in 
which the ocean mass moves inland, 
and from the manner in which the 
inland mass moves westv'ird over 
the Continental divide above Cali- 
fornia, predictions are made, based 
on scientific data. Forecasts thus ob- 
tained are correct in about 85 per 
cent of the cases, which is a much 
higher percentage than from fore- 
casts made in other ways. 


Statistical calculations based on 


surface temperatures of the ocean 
have yielded these "indications," ac- 
cording to Professor George F. Mc- 
Ewen of the Scripps institute. The 
bulletin also states that indications 
are that in San Diego it will be cool- 
er than average this winter, while 
in Santa Ana and Riverside it will 
>e warmer than on the average.

While the stations 
cannot prevent flood damage in un- 
protected areas, workmen are able 
io give temporary aid or io assist in 
removing people from their homes in 
many instances during flood dis- 
asters.

Each emergency patrol district has 


its own headquarters and stall of 
patrolmen, who inspect the major 


channels during storms and report 
the condition to their headquarters. 
Emergency crews of workmen are 
kept at these headquarters to pro- 
vide such protection as may be af- 
forded by installation of sand bags 
and similar temporary work.

What of the Night?— 


Frost warning broadcasts begin tonight for 


the San Gabriel valley citrus growers. 


The federal department of agriculture and 


the weather bureau combine to give an in- 
creasing service to farmers and fruit-raisers 
in all parts of the United States. In the old 
days these departments were largely academ- 
ic, experimental, bureaucratic and political, 
with, of course, a heavy emphasis on the poli- 
tical. But, like the U. S. department of com- 
merce and the department of the interior, the 
forest service, reclamation service, and other 
branches of government dealing directly and 
indirectly with crops and soil, the two depart- 
ments furnishing service to the citrus growers 
have been amplified and rendered more prac- 
tical of recent years. Probably Floyd D. 
Young, federal meteorologist, station at Po- 
mona, is benefited by more departments than 
those mentioned here. 
In gathering his 


weather data for his nightly broadcast his in- 
formation comes from many points east and 
west of the Rockies, and from far out on the 
sea lanes. 


Valley in Retrospect— 


We have come quite a long way from Hie 


time when Henry Dalton was the owner of 
the vast grant extending from the eastern 
limits of what is now Pasadena to the com- 
munity now known as San Dimas. 


Listening a few evenings ago to his grand- 


son, Roger Dalton, talking before the assem- 
bled Masons of the valley, this writer pon- 
dered somewhat on relative values. Some of 
us who ought to know better sometimes speak 
of "the good old times," and, of course, the 
days of our youth, or the youth of our fathers, 
are alv/ays rightly reviewed with fond mem- 
ory. 


But v'iie days of Henry Dalton were not 


good eld times from the standpoint of the op- 
portunities and comforts we have today. They 
were hard, cruel times, calling for men and 
women of exceptional courage and stamina. 
We hear of the strong men, like Henry Dal- 
ton, but the pioneer days were filled with 
tragedy for many who suffered and died in 
an effort to conquer this impassive, relentless 
desert land. From 1843 to 1935 is a long span 
as men's lives are reckoned, and in that time, 
although we often sigh for more comforts, we 
have actually achieved, even the humblest, 
an amount of comfort and luxury such as the 
first-comers dared never to dream. 


These intimate accounts of the old days, 


coming with authority from such as man as 
Roger Dalton, who has access to the records, 
are valuable, not only as entertaining history, 
but as a vivid background against which we 
can measure our present conditions. In some- 
thing of the same sense, Gladstone was wont 
to answer the critics demanding reform and 
progress. "Go back to Marcus Aurelius," he 
would say, "and see what they were talking 
about and longing for in his day. And you 
will conclude that we have come a long way 
on the road of progress." 


Arm-Chair Fire Fighters— 


Each time we experience a major forest,;< 


fire a new group of arm-chair strategists is- 
revealed thru the public prints.

One such group this week would build'an'• 


uncounted number of reservoirs in the moun- 
tains to catch the rainfall, and put the moun- 
tains under some sort of fire-plug system. 
These are not to be canyon check-dams, it is 
explained, but reservoirs on mountain-tops. 
They can be constructed cheaply, it is blandly 
stated. Nothing is said about seventy per cent 
evaporation or the fact that all reservoirs of 
major capacity must pass state safety speci- 
fications, which means that any such plan 
would run into billions of dollars. 


The southern California coastal plain area 


is up against it as regards this problem of 
preserving brush cover from fire. There's no 
doubt about it. The longer the brush is pro- 
tected the greater the conflagration when it 
gets afire. Trees will not grow on these semi- 
arid slopes. A huge amount of the area is so 
precipitous it cannot be planted, protected or 
even reached by human agency. These indoor 
strategists should take a few horseback rides 
into the mountain interior before writing their 
pieces for the papers. The viewpoint is en- 
tirely different when actually on the ground. 
The very best plan to follow, in our estima- 
tion, is more roads and then more roads, more 
trails, more firebreaks, more supply stations, 
more and more human patrol, greater use of 
the CCC, more rigid enforcement of proper 
mountain conduct. Not how great a force 
but how quickly they can be assembled and 
intelligently used is paramount, and this 
means greater accessibility—patrolled roads 
everywhere, until it is possible to surround 
and suppress a fire before it assumes major 
proportions. 


wind' velocities and drifts, of high and low 
atmosphereic pressures, and to his summary 
predicting temperatures as they vary even 
in a few miles, we might be pardoned for a 
disbelief in accuracy were it hot that he sel- 
dom misses, and never yet to a serious degree. 
What would have been called necromancy or 
black art in another period of civilization is 
merely the result of laboratory science, math- 
ematics and the incredible modern facilities 
of communication. 


There is drama, plenty of it, in this seem- 


ingly prosaic frost warning service. Like a 
beneficent watchman in his tower, the precise 
scientist nightly intones his knowledge of the 
coming night. In the great San Gabriel valley 
he has the power to arrest all other activity 
for a few brief minutes, stilling the chatter at 
bridge games, interrupting chamber of com- 
merce dinners, causing a sudden switch-off of 
the most popular radio singer or jazz band, 
and even, in many instances, bringing a brief 
recess to a church service. It must be known 
whether the night is to be calm and blame- 
less of killing frosts, or whether in the early 
morning hours the rancher's phone will ring, 
and the crisp warning of the night rider come: 
"It's 29—better light up." In such laconic 
manner do these modern Paul Reveres tell of 
the advance of Jack Frost. 


What of the night? On the fidelity of the 


watchman rests security for the fruit indus- 
try, the comfort of families, the education of 
children, the support of churches—all that we 
term society and social welfare in California's 
orchard empire. 


Dole Will Go On— 


Industrially we are out of the depression. 


We are not measurably better off from the 
standpoint of unemployment. 


No one knows with any certainty, but the 


Bookings Institute at Washington still esti- 
mates the number of unemployed at about 
twelve millions, and this does not include the' 
unknown numbers only partly employed and 
barely able to gain a subsistence. The Dow- 
Jones service declares business generally now 
to be ninety per cent of that of 1929, but em- 
ployment, even in the listed skilled worker 
brackets, is only from seventy to eighty per 
cent, variable by seasons. 


We are producing nearly as much in com- 


modities as in 1929, with from twenty to thirty 
per cent less labor. Absorption of these goods 
to the point of present production is made 
possible Jby the payrolls of the employed plus 
the dole \ and work relief to the unempJLpjred^ 


_^.»^g_pigjgj^—although" long, was tem- 


porary. Unemployment is permanent. This 
is the lesson we must learn in considering 
this new economic era. From eight to ten per 
cent of the employables must always be with- 
out jobs, with a vastly greater percentage 
forced to accept part-time jobs. 


No matter what political parties may say 


or promise, there can be nothing but an in- 
definite continuance of the dole in various 
forms as long as this disparity exists between 
production and employment peaks. The dole 
will go on, regardless of who says it won't. 
And it will go on until we find a way to equil- 
ize production and labor, which is the only 
feasible way to balance production and con- 
sumption. 


Divide the Stress— 


When a great building or dam or bridge is 


Constructed the problem is always that of 
the equalization of stress. 


The architect who would plan a structure 


with a central sustaining power, handing all 
of the remainder on it as bundles are tied on 
a Christmas tree, would soon find himself out 
of work, or in jail. 


But that's the trend of present government. 


The fact that we have any federal govern- 
ment at all is because we have strong, self- 
operating subdivisions that add to the 
strength of the whole political structure by 
sustaining their own load. When governments 
become so centralized that the responsibility 
of stress is transferred to one poim, the en- 
tire structure is exposed to serious danger 
of collapse. We need some of the principles 
of architecture and structural engineering 
applied to government.

given now. Florida has agreed to take Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst as soon as he is ready 
to move. 


The new state income tax law makes it im- 


perative'that he move out of this state imme- 
diately, or very soon thereafter, Mr. Hearst 
declares in a long, signed article. He may 
have issued this statement merely as a warn- 
ing, and no doubt finds it discouraging that 
the people of California have construed it as 
a promise.

of J. L. Seppi, president of the Whittier Or- 
ange and Lemon association.

Return of Conservatism— 


Frank R. Kent, writing in the American 


Mercury magazine, dwells upon the old poli- 
tical truism that liberal parties initiate re- 
forms and conservative parties put reforms 
into practice.

But 
the liberal, or left-winger, finds himself be- 
trayed by his own strength if elevated to 
power. That's what Upton Sinclair meant 
when he said: "Politics is getting too danger- 
ous for me. The last time I ran for office I 
nearly got elected." 


We have been going thru a period when 


liberalism, even fanaticism, has been accord- 
ed power. Inability to execute, to rule and 
regulate properly is manifest. The result will 
be, as in past history, that conservatives will 
be returned to power, for this country is now, 
and always has been, essentially conservative. 
And, with the return of sane conservatism, 
there will be an adoption and application of 
certain reforms advocated by the liberals and 
ineffectively practiced. That has been our 
history, and the history of governments every- 
where. 


Genuine Security— 


As in the case of Covina, compact organi- 


zations are being formed in every California 
community to conduct the campaign of the 
Republican party leading to the elections next 
year.

In 
laying the huge pipeline, with an in- 
side diameter of about 15 feet, some 
citrus trees on the Puddingstone 
right of way will be destroyed. This 
property is now rented by the dis- 
trict, and the $750 is to compensate 
the flood control district for the loss 
of its rental. 


The county road department also 


has just given its approval to the 
water district for installation of a 
blow-off in San Dimas avenue at 
San Dimas wash, and has issued a 
permit to the district.
